Packers will applaud the decision of the New Jer- 
sey judge who decided the other day that farmers 
who have contracted with canners to deliver their to- 
matoes at a stipulated price must live up to the terms 
of their contracts. In certain sections of the country 
growers have acted as if they considered themselves 
exempt so far as the agreements which are legally 
binding on ordinary mortals are concerned, and it 
will be especially beneficial to packers of canned goods, 
who often enough have suffered heavy losses on ac- 
count of contract-jumpers, to have this peculiar de- 
lusion of the grower forever dispelled.

American canned meats are steadily overcoming the 
unjust prejudice against them that was created by 
the hubbub raised a little over a year ago. The French 
Government recently let down the bars against the 
American canned product, and now comes the British 
War Office with instructions to all commandants of 
home army posts to issue a weekly ration of one 
pound of preserved meat to replace fresh meat and 
notifying them that brands of American meat thus 
issued have been prepared in establishments that have 
been carefully inspected by army officers whose re- 
ports satisfied the Army Council that the quality of 
the meat used and the conditions under which it was 
preserved and canned were in every way satisfactory. 
American canned meat is sure to regain before long 
the prestige it enjoyed prior to the advent of the agi- 
tators.

The weather has been a retarding influence upon 
both business and agricultural operations. For in- 
stance, in the weekly trade review issued by Dun’s 
it is said that “Weather conditions almost beyon¢ 
precedent, have retarded retail trade and agriculture 
to an extent that cannot yet be measured, but the loss 
will be considerable. Spring opened with the bright- 
est prospects for business and crops, but record break- 
ing results can no longer be attained.” Bradstreet’s 
survey of commerce notes that “Despite the between 
seasons period and the slowness of retail trade and 
collections, there are few complaints coming from 
jobbing and wholesale lines, except that filling in or- 
ders are light and that retail stocks are reported 
heavy.” Dun’s report on business in the Chicago dis- 
trict notes active building operations, heavy freight 
traffic, enormous deliveries by manufacturers and, as 
indicating the soundness of conditions, points to the 
local bank situation and the fact that money is easier.

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Preservative in Catsup. 


have neither the intention nor the wish to 
‘oin with those who have been doing “a 
cood deal of scoffing,” as the head of the 





concern in question expresses it, at the 
ability of a prominent Western  catsup-manu- 
facturing house to put up this condiment com- 


mercially without the use of preservative, which 
it has asserted in the most unqualified terms that it 
not only can but will do. There is no reason why any- 
body interested should indulge in “scoffing,” particu- 
larly as the concern referred to isn’t the only one put- 
ting up condimental foods without preservatives. 
There is at least one other, and a larger, firm which 
makes, if anything, stronger claims regarding its abil- 
ity to dispense with preservatives in the manufacture 
of catsup, etc., asserting that the use of selected raw 
material and its careful preparation under sanitary 
conditions is “the secret” of putting up pure condi- 
ments, or goods minus preserving agent. 

Without intending to reflect upon the truthfulness 
of the claims made by these manufacturers, who we 
feel assured wouldn’t speak so positively concerning 
their ability to eliminate preservative from their proc- 
esses if they were not certain of their ground, we feel 
it our duty to say a word in behalf of the scores of 
others, the results of whose experiments haven't yet 
shown how they may with safety abandon benzoate of 
soda. There are several hundred concerns in the 
United States that put up catsup or other condimental 
foods. Out of this large number, we have heard of 
only two that contend that the use of preservative 
in catsup is absolutely unnecessary, and assert that 
instead of there being anything secret about the proc- 
essing of the goods, the keeping quality of the product 
is dependent solely upon the care in handling and the 
grade of the materials of manufacture. It is an in- 
disputable fact that dozens of concerns have experi- 
mented for months, using the best materials obtainable 


and exercising the greatest possible care as regards 
sanitation, in the effort to discover how to eliminate 
preservative, yet in every instance failure has re- 
sulted. We repeat, we know of only two catsup manu- 
facturers who even claim to have solved the problem. 
All the others acknowledge failure. They express 
perfect willingness to dispense with preservative, and, 
as stated, have conducted extended and costly experi- 
ments with that object in view, but so far as they are 
concerned the secret has proved too elusive. 

The question arises, then: Should the authorities 
yield to the opposition to any “undue liberality” in 
the enforcement of the federal food law and refuse 
to permit any kind of preservative to be used in 
catsup? We do not think they should do anything 
of the kind. If the manufacture of condiment without 
preservative is so very simple a proposition, the manu- 
facturers should be allowed time in which to experi- 
ment further until they too discover it, whatever it is. 

There are very large business interests at stake in 
this matter. This is not the reason why we advocate 
delay in ruling by the Department against the use of 
all preservatives, but it is one reason and is important 
enough to merit consideration by the officials at Wash- 
ington handling the benzoate question. The two or 
three hundred catsup makers who haven't succeeded, 
notwithstanding long and conscientious experimenting, 
in surmounting the preservative difficulty, ought, in 
our opinion, to be granted a reasonable length of time 
(two or three years) in which to continue their quest 
for the secret which only two out of more than two 
hundred concerns in the country say they have found. 

There is no crying need anyway for immediately 
barring out benzoate. It has been used for years and 
nobody can trace any harmful consequences, while 
the positive assertions of recognized authorities that 
there are no injurious effects from it in the extremely 
small quantities in which it is used, remove any 
necessity for hasty action. 


What are “‘Cumend Goods?” 


T appears that State Chemist Redfern of Ne- 
braska is puzzled to know the legal definition 
of the term “canned goods,” the class of food 
exempt from the weight-labeling provision of 
the new Nebraska state pure food law. He is so very 
uncertain about the exact meaning of the phrase that 
he will put it up to the courts to determine. 

It does not seem to us that “canned goods” means 
anything but just canned goods. The newspapers fre- 
quently, in “agitating” the pure food question, have 
made use of the term “canned goods” when in reality 
the products referred to were jellies, jams, apple but- 
ter, etc., packed in pails or glass jars, therefore not 
canned goods at all. But the legal definition of the 
term probably will, indeed it should, be the given ac- 
ceptation of it, which is vegetables, fruits, meats, and 
fish packed in tin cans. Clearly also. the phrase 
“canned goods” is properly applicable to foods only, 
but not to all descriptions of foods. It would be 
ridiculously improper, for example, to classify spices, 
baking powders and the numerous other articles in 
the nature of food accessories as canned goods, be- 
calise put up in tins, as often happens. The term has 
through nearly a century of use come to be accepted 
as including, first, food products only ; secondly, fruits, 
vegetables, fish, and meats, or preparations or forms

of the same, when packed in tin containers, hermeti- 
cally sealed. A tin package, in order to be associated 
in the public mind with a food can must be air tight. 
No food product packed in glass can properly be 
classed as “‘canned goods.” 

The phrase “canned goods” therefore should be de- 
fined, and the legal application of the definition lim- 
ited to fruits, fish, vegetables, and meats, and their 
products, when put up in containers made of tin and 
when the same are air tight. However, the decision 
of the courts will be more than ordinarily interesting. 

Mr. W. E. Stearns, one of America’s largest buy- 
ers and for many years manager of the canned goods 
department of Reid, Murdoch & Co., Chicago, a gen- 
tleman whose experience certainly qualifies him to 
know whereof he speaks, gives the following defini- 
tion of the phrase “canned goods”: 

“T do not think there is any good reason for being 
puzzled over the meaning of this term. So far as 
the grocer is concerned, and in view of the source 
from which the inquiry arises, to-wit: legislation in- 
tended to regulate the sale of food products as to 
their purity and quality, I consider all fruits, vegeta- 
bles and other foods properly prepared, placed in a 
tin receptacle, sterilized and hermetically sealed, to

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The backward spring has been the subject of every- 
body’s talk, notwithstanding that the weather this 
week has been decidedly warmer than any experienced 
so far during May. Reports from practically every 
part of the country, barring the Pacific Coast and 
the Southwest, describe the condition of all canning 
crops as from two to three weeks late. This condi- 
tion would be rapidly improved should higher tem- 
perature than we have been having, accompanied by 
a suitable amount of rainfall, set in and continue 
right through the balance of spring. There would 
then be very rapid improvement in the crop outlook, 
but from the character of weather we have been ex- 
periencing in May everybody seems to feel doubtful 
about the kind we are going to have during the re- 
mainder of the month. 

It is too early for the weather to have any bearing 
on the sweet corn crop, but peas and tomatoes and 
fruits have suffered by the frost, etc., and general 
backwardness of the season and agricultural opera- 
tions in general. Fruits have been hurt from the 
Pacific to the Atlantic and some of the heaviest fruit 
growing sections of the country will show light vields 
of some important varieties. As to tomatoes and 
peas, conditions have been materially changed since the 
publication in our last issue of crop reports covering 
many leading canning centers. We, however, pub- 
lish in this issue a number of direct advices giving 
further information on these two principal canning 
crops. There has been a good deal of seed replanted 
and a great many tomato plants destroyed, necessitat- 
ing considerable reseeding and planting. 

3altimore advices indicate continued good demand 
for spot tomatoes, and a steady feeling on that article. 
One report states that buying has been unusually good, 
and that a very encouraging feature of it is the steady 
manner in which it continues and the indication that 
there will be good buying now right along. Another 
advice concerning 1906 packing tomatoes states that 
there are good indications that the present movement 
will continue, and perhaps increase; also that packers 
in Baltimore, almost to the last man, are entirely sold 
out and buying on the market from day to day to fill 
their orders. The same report, continuing, says that 
stocks held by country packers are without exception 
light, and widely scattered. A third advice from 
Baltimore notes that the reaction toward a higher 
basis on spot tomatoes is especially noticeable in the 
No. 2 and No. 10 sizes, “which are not at all plentiful, 
while the holders of No. 3 size feel assured of a better 
market because of the liberal buying recently. The 
outlook seems to justify purchasers at the present 
prices, for ‘both spot and future deliveries.” We quote 
the following from a report from Aberdeen. Md.: 
“Spot 3s of good reliable packing seem to be getting 
very scarce. This is especially the case when the 
buyer insists upon goods of 1906 packing and of full 
standard quality, in bright, clean tins, which at this 


writing have been withdrawn from the market at any- 
thing under 87'%c f. o. b.” 

Regarding future tomatoes, the western and eastern 
markets, including Baltimore, are showing a consid- 
erable degree of increased firmness. The unfavorable 
weather conditions have stiffened packers’ ideas, and 
the fact that a great many packers of tomatoes have 
made heavy contracts against their anticipated produc- 
tion makes the majority now indisposed to accept ad- 
ditional orders for 1907 packing. Baltimore packers 
are reported to be practically withdrawn. Experience 
of last spring and earlier seasons has bred in them a 
cominendable caution. 

The demand for canned goods in general is an 
effect of the late spring and the pronounced back- 
wardness of early vegetable crops. The development 
of southern truck has been checked by the unsea- 
sonableness, law temperature, making the demand for 
canned fruits and vegetables larger than ordinarily at 
this time of year, and it will continue longer. Chi- 
cago jobbers report large demand from the retaii 
trade. The scarcity of some of the lines makes it dif- 
ficult to meet the current wants, which are insistent 
enough to emphasize the scarcity of spot goods, mak- 
ing prices firmer. 

Tomatoes— 

There is a demand for spot tomatoes here at 95c 
per doz., delivered, and the market is strong at that 
figure, with very small stocks remaining in canners’ 
hands. Future tomatoes are held by Western packers 
now at 87'%c f. o. b. factory as a rule. The whole- 
salers are showing their interest, although transactions 
this week haven’t footed up a really large amount of 


‘business. The packers are mostly withdrawn on future 


tomatoes. Advices from the New York market are 
that the spot tomato market there is firm and the job- 
bers more interested in the article. They have been 
buying more freely, although they do not, as a rule, 
purchase far beyond their immediate needs. New 
Jersey No. 3 tomatoes are quoted at g0c to $1.00; New 
Jersey 3s of 1907 packing, 95c per doz., f. 0. b. Mary- 
land advices note good demand for spot 3s at 85c, f. 
o. b. for standards, and $3.50 for standard Ios, with 
stronger market on futures. 


Corn— 

While the packers generally exhibit somewhat 
stronger ideas in regard to both old and future corn, 
it is still possible to pick up spot standard Western 
packing at what must be considered cheap prices. 
Western canners are not as a rule inclined favorably 
toward accepting future business, but here. and there 
are packers who will accept orders against 1907 pack- 
ing, at varying prices. According to reports on the 
New York market, spot corn there is firm, and the 
buying interest improved, particularly, it is stated, 
by the country jobbing trade. Quotations vary, but 
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desirable State packing is held at 55c as the lowest. 
Fancy New York State and Maine packings are re- 
ported firmly held. Baltimore reports a demand for 
cheap grades, stocks of which throughout that section 
of the country are described as reduced to a normal 
supply for this season of the year. We hear from 
there future standard Maine style quoted at 55c, shoe 
peg at 60c. 

Peas— 

The canned pea market is very firm, under the in- 
fluence of extremely small stocks of spot and very 
discouraging reports coming from the sections by 
which the greatest store is set. The crop is back- 
ward everywhere that peas are canned, not counting 
the Pacific Coast, which we are not at present con- 
sidering. Wisconsin’s crop is backward and so is 
Indiana, Ohio, Michigan, New-York State, and on 
down to the country tributary to Baltimore, where 
they are on the verge of commencing the new pack. 
Conditions can be sized up better a week hence, when 
we will publish some direct reports from principal 
packing sections. Packers are generally withdrawn 
on futures and a few have been reported buying back 
future contracts. Peas are firm in New York, with 
the market showing an upward tendency, and lim- 
ited offerings of futures. Some of the Baltimore pack- 
ers are quoting futures on the following f. 0. b. basis: 
No. 2 seconds, 70c to 75c per doz.; No. 2 standards, 
8oc to 85c. A report from there on the spot situation 
states that spot standards and seconds are scarce. 


Beans 

Spot beans are firm for the very small stock left in 
packers’ hands. The clean-up on beans is pretty close 
all over the country. Baltimore advices note that the 
market there is showing a steady upward tendency on 
spot goods, which are quoted as follows: No. 2 stand- 
ard green limas. 85c; No. 2 standard white wax, 75c; 
No. 3, 90c. We are advised of the better demand for 
1907 pack string beans in that market, where No. 2 
standards are quoted at 55c, No. 3 at 75c, and No. 10 
et $2.25. One report states that Baltimore packers 
have sold this spring more than their usual quota of 
futures and for this reason are not now pushing sales 
very much. 

Spinach— 

Spinach is higher this week. New spinach, on ac- 
count of scarcity of raw stock and the high prices 
asked for it, has advanced in Baltimore. This condi- 
tio is caused by the unfavorable weather. F. o. b. 
Baltimore prices on spinach are 8oc per doz. for No. 
2 standard, $1.10 for No. 3 and $4.00 for No. 10. 


Fruits 

The market on California canned fruits is very firm, 
naturally, with stocks so very light, and offerings so 
few. High prices are expected as a certainty on fhe 
new pack. Figures have not as yet been named and 
are not expected to be announced by the association 
for several weeks at the earliest. The market here on 
small fruits is one of exceptional firmness, due to the 
almost unprecedented scarcity of goods. Demand for 
spot berries, cherries, etc., is good despite the high 
prices prevailing. Peaches are in demand. Regard- 
ing this item, we quote the following from a Baltimore 
report: “A lively interest is shown by the jobbers 
in future peaches, but no prices have been made as 
yet except on the basis of the prices of spot goods, 
which is beyond all reason. The crop is supposed to 
be badly damaged by the unfavorable weather, but the 


reports do not all agree about it. Not until June can 
a fair estimate of the crop be made.” This refers to 
the Maryland crop, or to the sections from which 
Baltimore draws its supplies of peaches for canning 
There is no doubt as to the heavy shortage in the 
Michigan crop. The California crop will anyway be 
somewhat larger than last year. om 
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Asparagus— 

Our advices are that asparagus packing is in prog- 
ress in California, but no prices have as vet been 
announced. As regards prices on the new pack, the 
‘ruit Grower in its last issue stated that one packer 
intimated that his ideas were for prices at $1 higher 
than last year on the better grades; 6¥%4c to 7c has 
been paid growers for the “grass” and glad to get it. 
Some canners expect to put up about 30 per cent of 
what they did last year, and perhaps a little better in 
some cases, while there are others who will practically 
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or actually not pack at all. This indicates not to 
exceed 30 per cent to one-third of last year, which 
pack was slightly under 300,000 cases. 

Apples” 

Standard No. 10 apples are firm, and there has been 
noted a better demand here. Last quotations heard on 
Michigan spot No. 10 was $2.35 Chicago. New York 
advices say that packers are practically sold out in 
that State. 1907 packing No. 10 standard apples 
have been sold by New York State packers at $2.35 
and by Michigan packers at $2.25, f. o. b. factory. 
Most packers now are withdrawn. 

Oysters 

Buyers looking for cove oysters find packers with 
very few goods cn hand. At Baltimore prices are re- 
ported to have an upward tendency. Quotations there 
on Chesapeake Bay are as follows: No. 1 extra lunch, 
$1.20: No. I 5 oz. standards, 92%4c; No. 2 10 oz. 
standards, $1.85; No. 1 5 oz. standards, tall cans, 95c; 
No. 2 10 oz. standards, tall cans, $1.90; No. 1 4 oz. 
cove, 85c; No. 2 8 oz. cove, $1.60; No. 1 light weights, 
47¥%2c; No. 2 light weights, 85c. Selects and extra 
selects are not quoted because of lack of stock. 
Sardines-- 

Domestic sardines continue very firm and in good 
demand. The domestic sardine situation is strong, for 
reasons already described. A report states that the 
lobster pack in the Canadian provinces is being inter- 
fered with by ice. 

Salmon— : 

The spot salmon situation is unchanged locally, and 
prices hold very firm on account of the small supply. 
It is reported that opening prices on the 1907 pack of 
Columbia River chinook salmon may not be an- 
nounced before June 1, as advices say that the run 
of fish on the Columbia is light and the pack so far 
very small. The following table shows a comparison 
of opening quotations on Columbia river chinooks 
for the last five years:

Spot cured fruit prices are unchanged in the local 
market since last week. Most interest has been shown 
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in the raisin situation, At the end of the week a 
California packer named 8c f. o. b. on fancy seeded 
raisins in 1-lb. cartons for first half of October ship- 
ment, 80c f. o. b. for all-October shipment. This pack- 
er quoted choice for all-October shipment at 73%4c f. 
o. b. These figures are 2c per lb. higher than open- 
ing quotations last year. Regarding prunes, latest ad- 
vices on the crop are discouraging. Indications are 
that the Santa Clara valley crop will be considerably 
less than was expected. Spot prunes are now firm on 
the coast on a 3c basis for Santa Claras, but are not 
always obtainable at that figure. Regarding future 
prunes, the “Fruit Grower” says that 3c has been of- 
fered in Santa Clara valley to growers, but it is prob- 
able that it would take 3%c to buy any quantity. 
Most packers are unwilling to make prices on futures, 
but some have been sold for October shipment east 
at 33gc basis f. o. b. This is a full 3gc more than 
opening prices last year, following which the market 
declined materially. This season, however, with a 
prospect for such a small crop in ‘sight, it is not ap- 
parent that any decline will take place under condi- 
tions as they appear today for both buying and selling. 
There is nothing new as regards spot Chicago apricots 
or peaches. Peach prospects in California continue 
to dwindle. It looks as if the output this year will 
be a little less than last season. Evaporated apples are 
steady here. Eastern advices note a little firmer feel- 
ing on spot chops and waste.

The death of Henry Williams, secretary-treasurer 
of the Williams Bros. Co., the well known Detroit 
Mich., pickle manufacturers, which occurred at his 
home in that city Saturday evening, May 4th, caused 
universal surprise and regret.

Eprror CANNER: In days of old, long before the packing of 
fruits and vegetables in hermetically sealed tin cans was com- 
menced, the wisest man that ever lived said there were three 
things the ways of which were past finding out. Those of 
your readers who are familiar with the writings of Solo- 
mon will remember what these three things were. If Solo- 
mon were living now, and if he had any experience with the 
gay and festive tomato, he would say that there were four 
things too hard for him, and that the fourth was the course 
Idest and 





of the tomato market. I venture to say that the o 
most experienced tomato packer living cannot put “his finger 
on a date when No, 2 standard tomatoes were selling at 
82¥4c, and No. 3 standards at 85c, a difference of only 
24%c per dozen. This, however, was the condition in this 
market last week. Just think of it! A can holding only 
about two-thirds of the No. 3, and yet selling within 2% 
cents of the price of the larger can! It would appear as 
though buyers were blind to their own interests in paying 
so high a figure for No. 2 when they could get No. 3 at only 
2'4c per dozen more. A satisfactory reason for this condi- 
tion is hard to find. It is easy to say that No. 2 are scarce 
(whichis an undoubted fact), but then why does the buyer 
insist on getting No. 2 when he could get No. 3 at only an 
advance of 2%? It is true that the No. 2s that have been 
selling at 82%c were 1906 packed goods, whilst the No. 3 
are of 1905, or even 1904 packing, but at the same time, the 
quality and condition of these old goods is said to be all 
right 

The reason for the easing off in the market on No. 3 is 
not so hard to find. The holders have apparently been de- 
termined to unload, and although the orders have been very 
numerous, yet the owners of the goods seem to have been 
glad to get the business, and have made little or no effort up 
to the present to work the price up again. In other words, 
the buyers of No. 3 tomatoes seem to have been able to get 
the goods at practically their own offers. There has been 
more business during the week or two previously, and yet 
in spite of this fact the market seems to have eased off. It 


is not often that an increased business and a declining market 
go hand in hand together. The No. 3 that have been selling 
at &85c are that were held by the old syndicate, and it 
is evident that the parties who are at present interested mean 
to get rid of these goods this spring at any price. As these 
interests have goods stored in several of the larger cities, we 
have also seen another peculiar condition; namely, that toma- 
toes have been obtainable in Philadelphia, New York, and 
other places at the same figure they can be bought at f. o. b. 
Baltimore. It is reported now that the remains of the syn- 
dicate st aggregate only about 100,000 cases at this time, 
and so it is to be a that for the good of the business the 
halance will shortly be closed out and the market allowed to 
resume its normal condition. 

There is no change to report on 
market for No. 2 is 62Y%c, and for No. 3 82M%c f. o. b. Balti- 
more, and 6tc and 81e f. o. b. country points, with an occa 
sional lot of No. 3 here and there to be picked up at 8oc,

Cheap corn continues in very good demand, buyers 
are more numerous now than sellers. There is very |ittle 
Maine style now obtainable at less than 50c Baltimore, and 
every indication points to a higher market very shortly. Buy- 
ers should not forget that the cold spring is likely to curtail 
the coming corn crop. 

In my last I wrote at some length regarding peas and 
small fruits. During last week, we -had some very nice 
weather for these crops, but on Saturday we had another falj 
in the temperature, and a white frost on Saturday night. Re- 
ports are coming in that this frost has done more damage to 
the strawberry crop particularly, and considerable damage to 
peas. It does not seem to have hurt the peaches, as what 
fruit was left on the trees had already set, the frost was not 
so injurious. Peach growers are complaining very much, 
however, about tle drop. They say the June drop has com. 
menced in May this year, and those people who were most 
sanguine a few weeks ago and claimed that the frost had not 
hurt the blossoms are now hedging, and say that at the rate 
the peaches are now dropping off the trees there will be very 
few, if any left to mature. There are plenty of orders lying 
around in Baltimore for future peaches on the basis of 85¢ 
for No. 3 standard pies, but it is hard to find anyone with 
nerve enough to accept ary. 

Reports are now coming in that the apple and pear blos- 
soms were also seriously damaged by the frost this spring, 
and light crops of these two fruits are expected. Spot apples 
have advanced in Baltimore during the week toc per dozen 
for No. 3, making the market to-day 75c, and 25c per dozen 
on No. 10, making the market $2.30. Pears stand in line 
for the next advance. There are some bargains lying around 
in pears at 65c to 7oc for No. 3 in water, 72'%4c to 75c for No, 
3 in light syrup, and 85c to goc for No. 3 in good syrup. 
These figures are low, as the goods cannot be reproduced in 
the coming season and sold at these prices at a profit. 

The demand for all lines of futures continues very heavy, 





particularly for peas, string beans and small fruits. A not- 

able feature is the heavy buying from the middle west.

If events are allowed to shape themselves logically, we 
should all have a good season ahead in the canned goods 
business. With the possible exception of some poor corn 
(some of which, like the poor is “always with us”) the spot 
stocks in many lines are very, very low. One year ago buy- 
ers for consumption were cautious, for the country was load- 
ed with unirspected meats and some other imitations of food 
that are now “dead and buried.” <A reaction has now come 
and the result is, with confidence restored, that consumption 
has been enormous, hence in many lines everything has been 
sold. 

Spot Maine corn may be quoted from 60 to 7oc for standard 
to extra standard, and 80 to 85c for fancy. In futures no 
change can be noted, since the last advances, say 80 to 82%c 
factory to &85c¢ Portland, and but very little to be found at 
any price. 

There is a little inquiry for apples, but it is as faint as the 
fall of a feather—no one hears it. As for spot blueberries, 
there are rone, and no prices on future. 

I know of many buyers for lobsters, but I hear of few 


sellers. The position of the clam market is similar—look 
out for higher prices soon. 

The demand for future packing of herring (bluebacks) 
is very fair, but there are no spot stocks and fish will not 


a month. The price will not go below 6oc. 
The packing of genuine mackerel is almost a lost art. 
Herring (bluebacks, so called) have come in as a substitute, 
and experienced packers predict that before long, if some 
method of regulation is not reached, even this fish will al- 
most disappear. The large fish are caught in great seines, 
along shore, the great bulk of which go for bait, being salted 
down in barrels; then the medium ones are packed in tins 
as “bluebacks,” while the vast “sardine” industry “gobbles” 
up the small fish for two hundred miles along the Maine 
coast. Within a comparatively few years, the lobster busi- 
ness has been seriously, if not mortally wounded, and the 
menhaden, or porgie, fishery destroyed, while the codfish 
ard similar sea foods are higher in price and far less in 
quantity The oyster and clam beds are being depleted, 
and energetic methods must be taken to save these valuable 
shell fish from destruction. There is “food for thought” 
in these conditions. INDEX.

EpiToR CANNER:—The sowing of peas for the pack of 1907 
being completed in this state, we are now dependent upon 
future weather developments to complete the history of the 

ea pack. We find from our field reports that there will not 
- over three weeks difference in the time of harvesting 
between the first peas sown, March 3rd, and the last ones 
sown, May 3rd. This condition of things is brought about 
by the continued spell of cold weather, which began the very 
last of March and continued throughout the entire month 
of April, and which caused all Indiana packers to heave a 
sigh of relief and say, ‘‘Good riddance, Mr. April!’’ on the 


first day of May. However, with the advent of May we had 
anticipated great changes in the weather only to be digs 
appointed up to within the past few days, which now bidg 
fair to give-us some excellent growing weather. 

The situation on tomatoes has not changed much since 
my last letter. It is slightly warmer, but not enough sun. 
shine—the one thing of all others we need. We find upon 
examination of our field reports our prediction of last week 
coming true, as a great many of our farmers are now askin 
permission to put other crops in in the place of tomatoes in 
consequence of their having lost their plants. This simply 
means that unless the packers have the farmers well in 
hand the tomato acreage in this state will be not only mate- 
rially, but needlessly, reduced. It occurs to us that now is 
the time that every packer of tomatoes should shift his eyes 
from the market tothe farmerand keeping them on him 
until he begins the cultivation of a given number of acrey 
of tomatoes, otherwise, a great many of the packers will be 
falling over themselves to buy tomatoes at about $1.00 te 
$1.25 per doz. to fill orders they went into ecstasy to accept 
at from 82¢ to 874 cents last winter. 

Our early plantings of corn will be in the ground by May 
the 18th; the balance of this crop will follow our peas. The 
outlook for corn crop this year is fair, and if the packers 
don’t do too much figuring on the prospective crop and on 
their ability to outgeneral and outwit their competitors, 
thinking that they are the only packers in the business who 
have sufficient foresight to foresee a short pack for 1907 and 
high prices this fall, which will be sufficient inducement te 
them to materially increase their acreage, only to find that 
after the packing season is over about 75% of the packers 
had the same wise ‘‘hunch,’’ the result of which would be 
a continuation of the present demoralized corn market, 
which would mean additional headaches for not only the 
exclusive but all packers of corn. INDIANA,

IEpitor CANNER: The promised abundant crop of Royal 
Ann cherries will not be realized. Notwithstanding the al- 


most perfect climatic conditions , during the entire blossom- 
ing period, only a small proportion of the blossoms set and 
the outiook is for a medium crop, probably about the same 
as last season, with the possibility of a 25 per cent increase. 
Various reasons are given for this condition, but there is no 
known cause. 

Peaches do not look as well as they might, the crop will 
be nearly as large as last season. The prune crop in Santa 
Clara Valley will not be so large as anticipated last month, 
but my figures of 120,000,000 pounds for the state will not 
be far off, as the crop outside Santa Clara county is looking 
very well. 

\pricots are showing up a little better as the fruit matures, 
but the crop is exceedingly light and will bring high prices. 
The crop is so light in the southern part of the state that dry- 
ing operations will not be thought of in some of the largest 
districts. 

Reports seem to indicate a good grape crop in the raisin

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district, but competition between packers is running the 
price of raisins in sweatboxes to 4% to §c. 

Asparagus packing continues, but the production will be 
small. As packers have been paying from 6 to Ioc per pound 
for the grass as against 34% to 4%c ordinary season, higher 
prices may be expected on the canned product; the reclam 
mation of the over-flowed district is well under way and 
there promises to be sufficient grass in 1908 to make 50 to 60 
per cent off the pack of 1906. 

It is more than likely that prices on canned fruits will not 
be made until after July 4th, as it is a very difficult matter 
to size up the condition of fruit and figure up the probability

Eprror CANNER: Regarding the general market outlook for 
the coming season, the Kelley-Clarke Co., Seattle salmon 
brokers, have the following to say: 

“Not for ten years have the solmon packers commenced 
a canning season with as bright a market outlook as at pres 
ent. The trade is cleaned up on every grade of stocks. We 
have not a case of red Alaska salmon or of any of the 
cheaper grades for sale at any price and can only book orders 
on the 1907 pack 

“Few people realize the tremendous consumption of canned 
salmon that has taken place in the United States in the last 
eight or nine months. Compare the pack of 1906 with the 
amount of salmon in first hands, and then consider that only 
100,000 cases of salmon were allowed the foreign market this 


year and you will get some comprehension of the amount 


that has been consumed in this country. The pack of Red 
\laska salmon for last season alone totalled 1,440,000 cases. 
Usually the foreign market consumes between 400,000 and 


500,000 cases of éhis This year the demand was so great 


in the United States that the foreign market was only able 
to secure about one-fifth of the usual allotment, about 100,000 
cases, and jobbers in the United Kingdom, Australia and 
New Zealand have been clamoring for additional stocks for 
months. We have not a case of red Alaska salmon for 
sale. Neither have any of the other brokers. The same is 


true of the cheaper grades of salmon. The pack of these 
erades in Alaska, Puget Sound, Columbia river and the 
Oregon and Washington coast amounted last year to 1,13I,- 
504 cases and although only nine months have elapsed since 
that time there now remains not a case of cheap salmon for 
sale, with orders coming in by the hundreds from buyers all 
over the United States. The pack of Columbia river Chin- 
ooks was over 300,000 cases, and every case was booked for 
sale before the pack was completed. 181,000 cases of Sock- 
eyes were packed on Puget Sound and at the present time 
we have not a case of Tall Sockyes for sale and only a few 
hundred cases of other shapes held for emergency. 

“We have not included in this estimate 400,000 cases of 
Sockeyes and a few hundred thousand cases of other grades 
of salmen packed in British Columbia. This was all sold to 
the United Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand and Canada 
and is so well cleared up that Canadian grocers are now short 
on stocks and are willing to pay an advanced price to secure 
them.” 

At the present rate of the expansion of the canned salmon 
market the United States before long will be demanding the 
entire pack and there will be nothing left for foreign “export.

Court Decides Growers’ Contracts Hold. 


Vice Chancellor Leaming, at Camden, N. J., last 
week decided that farmers must live up to the terms 
of their contracts with canning companies. The case 
was that of the Curtice Bros. Co. against a number 
of farmers who had made contracts to deliver their 
entire output of tomatoes to the company at a stipu- 
lated price. It was alleged that the contracts were 
broken by the farmers, who sold their products to 
outside buyers when the price of the vegetable ad- 
vanced under sharp competition. 

In deciding that the farmers must abide by the terms 
of their contracts, the Vice Chancellor said that if 
necessary a receiver could be appointed to harvest 
the crop and deliver it to the company which had con- 
tracted for it. 

The decision of Vice Chancellor Leaming is of 
great interest to canners, not only in New Jersey but 
throughout the country. Canners in past seasons have 
suffered much annoyance and loss when outside buyers 
came in and offered inducements which tempted the 
growers to break their contracts.

We have not had our spring rains or 
any warm weather, in fact it is snowing in Portland 
as I write, and last winter’s snow has not wholly 
disappeared from the woods adjoining the to-be corn 
fields yet. Under the best conditions many who pro- 
posed to plant cannot get their ground cultivated in 
season for corn-planting. A well-known brother pack- 
er from another section of the state writes me under 
date of the 1oth: ‘I am very anxious about the weath- 
er conditions, as I don’t remember a more unfavorable 
prospect at this time of the year than the present; 
if we have a cold time from May 2oth to June Ist, my 
acreage will not all be planted.’ So you see others 
are not very optimistic. Another thing that will lessen 
the planting of corn, or of any other hoed crops, is 
the difficulty in getting farm help. Anyone not in 
the business can hardly realize this condition, which is 
new to us in Maine. I confidently predict that many 
packers who have sold futures freely will be obliged 
to make a pro-rata delivery.”

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Durney Gives Results of Canned Goods In- 
vestigation Abroad. 

Returning from a six weeks’ visit to Great Britain, 
Joseph Durney of the Griffith-Durney Co., of San 
Francisco, was interviewed regarding his observations 
abroad. ‘The principal object was to ascertain person- 
ally, he said in an interview in the Journal of Com- 
merce, “the past effects of the Chicago meat disclos- 
ures on the canned goods trade, the present effects and 
what the prospective effects are likely to be. 

“The dinner or supper, of a working man or a poor 
man in England,” said Mr. Durney, “consisted hereto- 
fore of bread and tinned meat or tinned goods of-some 
kind, either fish or flesh. He instantly refused to buy 
tinned goods and subsisted for months on bread and 
cheese (and bacon when he could afford to pay for it). 
The result was that cheese in a few months doubled in 
value, and about the same time that he found he could 
no longer afford to buy cheese, he commenced to rea- 


son with himself and asked himself if he 
knew any one who had been poisoned or made 
ill by eating canned stuff of any kind. At 
the same time, he began to grow tired of 


cheese, and craved for the diet he was accustomed to 
—that is, a can of tongue or can of beef or a can of 
salmon, and during November the business that the 
dealers were doing in canned goods as compared to 
what they had been doing for several months prior, 
showed that the worst was over and that the people 
were again commencing to eat canned stuff. The con- 
samption each month grew better so that during April 
the leading dealers admitted that they had been doing 
80 per cent of the business in canned goods that they 
formerly did and expected that in a short time the 
Chicago ‘horror,’ as they termed it over there, would 
be entirely forgotten. When I reached England the 
Alaska salmon market was fairly strong at 16s 3d to 
16s 6d. Before I left large sales had been made at 17s 
and offers of this price for more were refused by own- 
ets. 

“Stocks of Alaska salmon in London are practical- 
ly exhausted. There are not to exceed 5,000 cases in 
first hands, as against 25,000 cases a month ago. 
Heavy sales were made in Liverpool about two weeks 
ago, one purchaser alone buying 25,000 cases at 17s, 
and just before I left a sale was made of 40,000 cases 
at 17s for May-June shipment. 

“Stocks of Alaska red salmon in Liverpool and 
Liondon in both first and second hands on April 23 
amounted to less than 200,000 cases, and only 7,000 
cases were en route. At the rate salmon is going into 





consumption at present, British stocks will be practi- 
cally exhausted by the first of August. Ordinarily the 
annual consumption of Alaska red salmon in Great 
Britain amounts to between 350,000 to 400,000 Cases 
per annum, so from the situation existing to-day in 
Great Britain we can safely look to that market buy- 
ing its usual quantity of salmon this coming season— 
the same as it bought prior to 1906, when but 53,700 
cases were shipped to that country. The principal fac- 
tors have notified the British trade that it is going to 
cost at least 2s (48c) per case more to pack Alaska 
red salmon this year than it cost last, and this, with the 
other reasons ‘above enumerated, have created a very 
firm feeling in canned salmon. : 

“Taking into consideration the conditions existing 
in the United States, west of and including Buffalo and 
Pittsburg, together with those existing in Great Brit- 
ain, I am firmly convinced that every can of Alaska 
red salmon that will be packed this year can be sold 
readily at at least $1.10 per dozen f. 0. b. Coast, and as 
I stated before, even at this price there is very little 
if over 6 per cent profit to the packer. Our people 
advise me that since I have been in Great Britain the 
Middle West and South, as well as the Orient, have 
been large buyers of pink fish, that we have very lit- 
tle left of spot pink, and that the market is strong at 
82M%4c to 85c for pinks and 77% and 8oc for chums. 

“My advice to the trade to-day is to get a profit on 
every case and every can of salmon they own, as prices 
are bound to be higher. Our people just advise me 
that all the canners are badly handicapped through 
inability to secure sufficient labor, and that large ship- 
ments of tin plate that were due early in March at 
both Seattle and San Francisco have not arrived, 
owing to the congestion of freight that is still exist- 
ing on Western roads. There is no doubt that a num- 
ber of vessels will have to leave Alaska with less help 
and less supplies than they figured on, which will natu- 
rally result in somewhat curtailing the pack. 

“The situation on fruits in Great Britain is stronger 
than it has been for years, for the reason that owing 
to the high prices on California fruits for 1906 pack, 
the United Kingdom purchased but 267,000 cases last 
year, as against a purchase heretofore ranging from 
600,000 to 700,000 cases annually. The dealers have 
very few apricots, and their stock of pears is very light. 
As an example of the apricot situation, last June stand- 
ard apricots were selling at 4s 104d per dozen, where- 
as a few days before I left London some goods were 
sold at 6s 14d. a difference of 30c per dozen. 

“As the trade in this country are aware, conditions

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existing in California are very much worse than they 
were when you last interviewed me, and I| repeat that 
it is not a question this year of selling California fruits, 
but it is entirely one of being able to pack sufficient to 
supply the demand, for I do not believe that a single 
jobber or dealer in America or Great Britain will be 
able to buy the quantity of California canned fruits 
he will be able to market or that his legitimate trade 
will require. 

“Do not think that | am exaggerating. My people 
wired me to-day that it was impossible to purchase 
apricots under $70 per ton. This is a prohibitive price. 
It means that extra standard apricots will have to sell 
at $1.80 per dozen to bring the packer out even.” 





Fertilizing Tomato Crop. 

It is almost impossible to give explicit directions 
for the proper manuring of a tomato field, says 
Thomas H. White, head gardener of the Maryland 
station, in a recent bulletin. This is largely a ques- 
tion of previous treatment and must come from a 
knowledge of the land and from the experience which 
the grower has had in handling it. Stable manure at 
$1 a ton is probably the cheapest. This at the rate of 
20 tons to the acre can be plowed down in the fall in 
a fresh state or rotted and applied before replowing 
in the spring. If the supply of stable manure is lim- 
ited, it can be used in smaller quantities in combina- 
tion with commercial fertilizers, and often give better 
and more economical results than by the exclusive 
use of either of them. If stable manure is out of the 
question, commercial fertilizers may be used, and if 
applied on a sod field that has been fall-plowed will 
give excellent results. 

The best way to obtain a reliable fertilizer is to 
buy the materials and mix at home. In most cases a 
fertilizer that will analyze in nitrogen, phosphoric 
acid and potash relatively about the same as barn- 
yard manure will give the best results. See, how- 
ever, that some of the nitrogen is in a form readily 
available, preferably in nitrate of soda. Some of the 
ingredients that can be used to make fertilizers at 
home are: Dissolved phosphate rock, 600 pounds; 
dried blood or tankage, 900 pounds; nitrate of soda, 
300 pounds; muriate of potash, 200 pounds. This 
mixture would analyze approximately 6 per cent of 
nitrogen, 4 to 5 per cent phosphoric acid, and 5 per 
cent potash. 





The above is a good formula for use without ma- 
nure, and should be applied at the rate of 500 to 750 
pounds an acre. Part of it should be sown over the 
land with a drill and harrowed in, and part in the 
furrow before the list is thrown up for setting the 
plants. 

If the land has been well enriched with manure ajj 
that will be necessary is to supply some readily ayail- 
able plant food to give plants a start. A good formula 
for this would be: Dissolved phosphate rock, 175 
pounds ; nitrate of soda, 100 pounds, and sulphate of 
potash, 25 puunds. This quantity, 300 pounds, should 
be applied per acre. It should be applied in the fur- 
row before using. 

If it is found more convenient to use raw bone 
meal or sulphate of ammonia in the first formula, 
these may be substituted for the dissolved South Caro- 
lina rock and nitrate of soda, but for sowing in the 
row on manured land the second formula will be 
found preferable. 





Decisions Under the National Food Law. 


The Journal of Commerce of New York, in an- 
swering the questions: ‘What is the force and effect 
of a decision of the Department of Agriculture as to 
the wholesemeness of any article of food or of any 
preservative?” and also: “Is this decision final or 
does it admit of an appeal to the courts?” says: 

“All persons who are vexed by such questions as 
these should keep it firmly in mind that in our goy- 
ernment more than in any other in the world, with 
one possible exception, the three great departments 
are kept distinctly separate ; that the executive depart- 
ment has no judicial authority of any sort; that no 
citizen is to be deprived of life, liberty or property 
except by due process of law and that due process 
of law means a hearing before a disinterested court 
of law. 

“If the pure food law gave to any executive de- 
partment authority to condemn and punish, it would 
be clearly unconstitutional. An authorized official 
may condemn and destroy any food he considers unfit 
for human consumption, but there is no way in which 
the citizen can be deprived of his right to appeal to

the courts. The pure food law provides a penalty for 
anyone who shall place in any article of food a ‘dele- 
terious ingredient which may render such article in- 
jurious to health.’ All that the Department of Agri- 
culture of any executive department can do in any 
given case is to say: ‘We believe that this person 
has done that forbidden thing.’ Then it is for the 
courts to decide, and the question may be taken to the 
very highest, whether the accusation is true or not. 
The standards established by the Department are not 
final. It must be shown that an article not in ac- 
cordance with those standards is, in fact, deleterious. 
The Department may introduce its witnesses to prove 
the affirmative, but the accused has an equal right to 
be heard, both in person and by witness, and he is 
presumed to be innocent until his guilt is established 
beyond all reasonable doubt.” 





Outlook for Columbia River Season. 

A well-known Columbia river packer, speaking of 
the outlook in that district recently, said: 

“There are, as you know, approximately 3,000 
boats and 6,000 fishermen usually engaged in the in- 
dustry below Tongue Point, and from what I know, 
personally, of the new enterprises in this line, there 
will probabiy be 100 new and quite a lot of old gear 


boats on the river with their usual complement of 
men, but beyond this I can say nothing as to any suc- 
cess in the field. 

“As to the season itself, the belated cold spell is 
likely to keep the snow in the mountains much later 
than usual and to that extent retard the earlier runs 
of salmon. When the salmon enters a stream from 
the sea, it is to find fresh water and clear water, and 
failing the latter, they return to the outside elements 
and wait. To my thinking the season will not be an 
early one on this score; though even this hypothesis 
may prove unreliable. 

“I, with other men engaged in this industry, have 
good cause to regret that there has not been joint ac- 
tion taken by the states of Oregon and Washington, 
looking to the destruction of the salmon’s natural ene- 
my, the sea lion, so prolific and so destructive off the 
bar of the Columbia; this is not a matter that should 
be left entirely to the people engaged in the trade; it 
is quite within the province of the state to discharge 
such a duty of one of its greatest industries, and it 
should have been provided for largely in excess of 
any previous arrangements made in this behalf. 

“With all others, | am nursing the hope we shall 
have a big and prosperous season in the salmon 
field.”

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Revision of the Food Regulations. 


In an article on the duties that must be performed 
by the new Board of Food and Drug Inspection, the 
Washington correspondent of the Journal of Com- 
merce states that “One task which the new board 
will be likely to take in hand is that of revising to 
some extent the food law regulations formulated last 
fall by the Pure F6od Commission, consisting of rep- 
resentatives from three departments. Three points 
especially at which changes are desired are now 
known. One of these is the section relating to the 
submission of certain points to the secretaries of Agri- 
culture, of the Treasury and of Commerce and Labor. 
This portion of the regulations could, it is thought, be 
amended only by consent of the three secretaries in- 
volved, but it would be appropriate for the Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection to make the recommenda- 
tion. It is felt that this division of authority is not 
desirable, constituting, as it does, a superior board of 
three above the Department of Agriculture, whose 
members are not especia!ly able to deal with the ques-

tions presented to them. It is also 





should be a revision of the section relating to guar- 
antees, which is now so worded as to make it appear 
on labels that the United States has guaranteed the 
goodness or purity of certain products. Also it is 
thought that the section relating to samples is not sat. 

Three samples are considered too many 
and the number should, according to the present un- 
derstanding, be reduced. At cther points the regula- 
tions 2zre not altogether what they should be, and the 
board will have to look them over and recommend 
a good many minor changes.”
